National Road. On Saturday last, we rode out
a few miles west, with Mr. Blake, the president of
the plank road company, for the purpose of seeing
the result of the operations on the road thus far. The
road ia now nearly completed as far as James Gris-wold- 's,

and will very soon be completed six miles.
The contrast between the plank track, with what the
road was before planking, is very great, to be
matched only by that of mid-da- y and midnight. We
took this occasion to accept of Mr. Blake's invitation
the more readily, because for some days the weather
lias been bad, and the rains would afford an additional
test as to the utility of the new experiment. The
result was entirely satisfactory; and we are more than
ever satisfied of the correctness of the opinion we
have often expressed, that plank roads for local pur-

poses, are after all, the roads for this State. Give us
a few great lines of railroad, on the iimin routes, and
then as many lateral plank mads is you please for
local accommodation, and the progress of the State
and her people, in solid prosperity, will be unexam-
pled. The notions t.f pur population have been erro-

neous to some extent, for.a yeir or two past. Many
could be content with no improvement short of a rail-

road of first rate cost and capacity; and we have
sometimes thought that there was too much of Ihe
old "internal improvement" mania prevalent, touch-

ing this subject. Railroads cannot be made without
more or less cash, to be borrowed and paid for, out of
the State, But it is within the means and ability of
our people to build thousands of miles of plank road,
without borrowing a dollar from eastern capitalists,
and with the certainty of immense advantage to our-

selves. Entertaining such views as these, we have
tel with solicitude upon the experiment now mak

ing of planking the national road, cast and west of
this place; and we hope and believe that the result
will be such as to stimulate our citizens generally, to

take early steps in the prosecution of similar works
elsewhere.

By the way, we were surprised to learn by inspec-
tion, of the large amount of work required in repair-
ing the bridges across Eagle Creek. One, it will be
remembered, was entirely down at one end, and the
abutments caved away. But this was not the worst
of it: timbers were very much decayed, and had to be
replaced by new ones, equaling in co-i- t and labor at
least half the original coat of the same.

The season has been unfavorable, or much more of
the road could have been completed.

Libel Suit. We are surprised to learn, by tho
Vcvay Palladium of the Cth, that the libel suit, insti-
tuted by John Tait, jr., against Inaac Stevens, jr., is
persevered in.

On this decision being communi
cated to the Sultan, he declared in the most impressive
and determined manner, that the refugees should not
bo given up, let the consequences be what they might.

"We tru6t says a leading London paper Lord
Pal mere ton will do his duty as nobly as the Sultan
has done his, and that Russia and Austria will be
giveu to understand that war with Turkey, tor such a
cause, means war with England.' e rejoice to find
that Kossuth and his compatriots are furnished
with passports from English Ambassadors, and we
trust every assistance will be rendered to support tho
independence of the Sultan orruinst the attack o
Russia, and its vassal, Austria."

Hungart. The latest intelligence to the Iondon
Snn is, that the fortress of Peterwardien surrendered
to the Imperial troops on the 5th ultimo. The Magy-
ars decided to hold out, but a majority overruled their
noble determination.

The Garrison r.f Comorn was well provisioned,
with 130,000 men in a state of complete discipline.
The officers held a meeting, and resolved, by a large
majority, not to surrender.

According to the Vienna Journal, 80,0( 0 men are
to besiege Comorn.

The
recent defence of the Queen of the Adriatic may add
another page to the history in which many gallant
deeds of war, and many results of prudent policy, ore
chronicled to the admiration of posterity. We know
of no example in the history of a atate for Venice,
isolated among her lagunes, is a statewhich, alter
so long a period of prostration, and, as it were, ex
tinction of the national spirit, lias risen from its tor
por with such rood effect. Venice and its inhabitants
had almost become a by-wo- rd in Italy for softness and
effeminacy. The Venetians were tacitly assumed to
be the men that Beckford, in his travels, described
some half a century ago. But never did a people vin
dicate their claim to be enrolled among the virile pop
ulation of Europe with a more determined spirit, or
in a more effective way.

It was hoped that after the official denial of any
interference by our Government vith British preten-
sions in regard to Nicaragua and the Musquito king-
dom, the matter would be considered as at rest. The
denial, though true in firm, is regarded by many as
evasive in substance. There are diplomatic reasons
for a direct correspondence with the British Govern-
ment on the subject, instead of appealing to the
Charge here. But in quarters supposed to be well
advised, it is now represented, that thU government
has taken its stand against the claims of Great Brit-
ain, though no correspondence is to take place until
after the arrival of Mr. Bul wer. It is greatly to be
feared, therefore, that the government is prepared to
run a diplomatic tilt on this question.

It was n suhject of congratulation that there would
be no more "fifty-fou- r forties," no unreasonable de-

mands, mndc only to be backed out from. In this
case, thero would be another burking out, unless we
were prepared to enforce our demands by war.

If Mr. Clayton has, as many believe, advised the
British Government that the United Slates will not
acquiesce in her pretensions, it is hoped he will there
drop the matter.
